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THE SATELLITE COMPETITION 
If any body in the neutral and uncom- 
mitted nations is keeping score in the U.S. 
Russian satellite competition, he may be 
impressed that it is now 2 to 2. 
Since the Sov iet Sputnik I already has 
disintegrated, the column “ satellites in or­ 
bit” would read 2 to 1 in America’s fav or. 
There is no little irony in setting our 
achiev ements against Russia’s. Some of the 
neutrals profess to believ e we are obsessed 
with military preparations. But the Krem 
lin’s satellite launchings hav e more imme­ 
diate military meaning than ours. 
The relativ ely great weight of the Sov iet 
space v ehicles meant powerful thrust from 
the launching missiles. The lesson was lost 
on no one. Missiles of such capacity are 
a major threat in a possible nuclear war. 
Such indications as we hav e, howev er, 
suggest that the Russian sputniks hav e 
been somewhat crude technically and could 
therefore y ield only a limited amount of 
v aluable scientific information. 
Our satellites by contrast hav e been v ery 
small. The missiles that hav e hurled them 
into space—first the Army ’s J upiter C and 
{ now the Nav y ’s Vanguard—are not great 
in range. But packed within these satellites 
! is an amazing store of scientific equipment. 
They are marv els of the art of miniatur­ 
izing. The latest v ehicle is a mere 6.4 inches 
across and weighs just three and a quarter 
*, pounds. Yet it holds tiny radio transmit­ 
ters, powered by a mercury and a solar 
battery , and many other thumb-size gadg­ 
ets capable of recording v ital space data. 
It is of interest, too, that our second 
» satellite ranges out as far as 2,500 miles 
; from the earth—roughly a hundredth of 
; the way to the moon — and may spin 
through the heav ens for from fiv e to 10 
i y ears.

Betts, of Troy, after having been 
fully authenticated, and has been 
restored as nearly as p ossible 
and will be installed on the dup li­ 
cate of Fulton’s original Cler­ 
mont during the Hudson-Fulton

The bell is ow ned 
by the Hudson River Day Line, 
which corp oration p urchased it 
June 30 of the Hudson-Fulton 
celebration year. 
When the original Robert Ful­ 
ton Clermont was broken 
up 
after having seen several years’ 
service, during which time it was 
lengthened 
and 
renamed 
the 
North River, the In'll was saved. 
In 1865 it was sold at auction in 
Newburgh to George Merrill. On 
Mr. Merrill’s death it p assed into 
the p ossession of Mary West, of 
Holbrook, Mass., and from her 
to her son. 
On the latter’s re­ 


moval to Philadelp hia it was sold 
with his household goods. 
Mr. 
Bett’s finally bought it in Bos­ 
ton, Ap ril, 1908, and took it to 
Troy. 
After Mr. Betts’ death it 
became the p rop erty of the Hud­ 
son River Day Line, and will be 
p ut on the Robert Fulton of their 
line.
